Sierra Madre and many com- 
munities. 

Its arrival, 75 years ago 
last January 1, gave city 
fathers the impetus to work 
for municipal incorporation. 
It helped turn an agriculture 
community of 500 people 
into one of residential and 
retail flavor, 20 times larger. 
It brought sightseers and 
campers to the foot of the 
mountain trails. It prompted 
the naming of many streets. 
The PE. 

Little has been written about 
the grueling nature of the 
campaign to bring the Red 
Cars here—the most difficult 
fundraising effort in the city’s 
history. Less is said about the 
Pacific Electric’s downside, 
the safety hazards and dis¬ 
comforts. ’ 

All of these elements are 
part of the colorful annals 
of the Red Cars in one of the 
smallest cities to have its own 
line. 

Before 1886, when the 
Santa Fe opened a line 
later Arcadia), the only way 
to L.A. was by horse and 
buggy, a three-hour trip on 
dirt roads. 

Record books list at least 
three attempts by Nathaniel 
C. Carter to coax Hollis 
Huntington to build a com¬ 
muter rail line to Sierra Ma¬ 
dre.

One reader came Into the office to report 
a case of misrepresentation—a merchant In¬ 
sisted that a product was contemporary when 
she could prove to him that It was an old pro¬ 
duct slipped Into e contemporary box. 

Those people who contacted the News 
had a gripe. That’s why they called us or stop¬ 
ped In. 

For as many Sierra Madre merchants who 
charge more than they should there are prob¬ 
ably twice as many who are totally competi¬ 
tive. 

Some merchants fair trade their wares, 
getting back only what they must have to sur¬ 
vive since they have a low overhead and can 
afford to charge less. 

How many of you have had pleasant ex¬ 
periences In Sierra Madre? We’d like to hear 
from you, also.

Readers’Questlons: PCB.^re? 


Great interest was generat¬ 
ed by the story in last week’s 
News about the possible PCB 
threat in Sierra Madre in the 
1(X> block of East Carter. 

PCB stands for “poly¬ 
chlorinated biphenys” and in 
some circles is said to be 
carcinogenic if ingested. 

The scare came following 
the “explosion” and result¬ 
ing fire May 27 of a pole 
carrying Southern Cal Edi¬ 
son lines. 

According to Howard 
Whalen who lives in the vic¬ 
inity of the ruptured capa¬ 
citor, power representatives 
cut off portions of a tree on 
which PCB had dripped and 
also removed about two 
inches of dirt from around 
the pole, then took the debris 
away. The area was then 
washed down with another 
chemical, Whalen told the 
News. 

Whalen reported that a 
representative from the elec¬ 
tric company had told him 
the substance was PCB and 
was an “environmental haz¬ 
ard.” 

According to Keith Le- 
Fever, city/area manager of 
Southern California Edi¬ 
son, the debris which was re¬ 
moved was placed in a sealed 
drum and sent to Arkansas 
for incineration.

"Sizing’’ U an excellent way 
to keep garments looking better — 
especially during the summer 
months. Sizing ctm repel stains, 
retard wrinkling and delay soiling. 

Clothes look fresher longer—when 
properly sized. 

Many fabrics are truly en¬ 
hanced in ty>pettrance and wear 
when sized. (The use of starch in 

shirts is a good example). Many of us remember when we 
checked on how much sizing a piece of ysudage had in it by rub¬ 
bing it against itself to loosen the sizing. If too much body was 
lost, we didn’t buy the yardage.

Our 
problem is this: first, we must discover the type of sizing the 
manufacturer used.

Then we must be certain that all soil and stains have been 
removed from the fabric. Otherwise, the sizing will not pene¬ 
trate the fibers of the fabric. 

Well, as you can see, there is no simple way to restore the

He is really something of 
a Rube Goldberg but with 
the personal, Sierra Madre 
twist. 

James Wright makes jewdry 
out of semi-precious gems in 
an unconventional manner 
that even Goldberg would 
find entralling. Give Wright 
a washing machine motor, a 
baking pan, a shoeshine out¬ 
fit, then add a curved stove 
pipe which directs cool air 
toward him during the hot 
weather months, and you 
have the paraphernalia that 
puts together some of the 
most sophisticated looking 
jewelry in the trade. 

Of course, lapidary is just 
one of his hobbies with 
needlework a close second. He 
says he can’t sit idle and 
these hobbies take up his 
spare time. The sweaters he 
turns out are not only warm 
and snuggly but they are also 
fashionable and his wife' 
Hazel, finds them most com¬ 
fortable. 

Wright buys opals in the 
rough and takes it from there. 
It’s simple, he says. He has 
a watch maker’s lathe, a 
handmade drill, three saws, 
and a buffing wheel. Of 
course, there’s more to it 
than that but he makes it 
sound so simple. 

If you’re converting a 
“rock” into a piece of stone 
jewelry you saw larger rocks 
into smaller ones with a dia¬ 
mond-tipped saw. Placing 
the smaller rock in a vice, 
you use an aluminum pencil 
to scribe a pattern from a 
template onto the rock. You 
use aluminum pencil, he says, 
because it won’t wash off the 
rock.

rest. This takes most of the 
scratches out, then Wright 
put tin oxide and water on 
the buffing wheel for the final 
polishing. 

A good share of the work 
is done with the old drill 
press that was originally in a 
blacksmith’s shop and has 
been converted for use in this 
ingenious man’s workshop. 

How does he fashion the 
hand-woven mounting on 
much of his jewelry? After 
all, it looks like tatting and 
that’s right up his alley, too. 
Wright says he wraps the fine 
silver wire back and forth be¬ 
tween pins to get the intri¬ 
cate design. As soon as the 
oval mounting is finished, a 
chain or pin back is installed. 


“1 don’t have tools that 
aren’t usable,” he says, 
showing his collection of old 
wood planes. 

Of his many varied talents 
Wright says, “If you don’t 
know you can’t do a job 
you won’t get discouraged.” 

He adds, “I was fortunate. 
Mother’s folks were inventors 
and were also very poor. If 
you wanted anything you had 
to make it yourself. .When I 
was a little boy, if I wanted 
a boat, 1 took my jacknife 
and started on a piece of 
wood. Then a rubber band 
and a piece of wood makes 
a good cannon.” 

Wright was bom in Eng¬ 
land and the family migrated 
to Canada first, then to New 


York State. He has been in 
Sierra Madre since 1954. 

Mrs. Wright is originally 
from Missouri and came to 
this area with her family 
since her mother was tuber¬ 
cular. The Wrights met at 
church and were married in 
1927. He was a machinist 
and carpenter before retire¬ 
ment. 

They laugh when they ex¬ 
plain that it took them 40 
years to raise their children 
since they actually had two 
families. After their first 
two children were born, they 
waited 20 years before the 
third came along.

Jim Heasley who was af¬ 
fectionately called “Big Jim,” 
fulfilled his boyhood dream 
when he joined the Sierra 
Madre Volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment after arriving from 
Pennsylvania in 1920. 

In 1943 he became Fire 
Chief. He also wore Badge 
No. 1 as a local police of¬ 
ficer, and in this dual career 
he was a familiar sight at 
many civic gatherings. He 
was easily recognized in either 
his crisp khaki police uni¬ 
form or his snappy blue fire¬ 
man’s suit. 

Early education in fire pre¬ 
vention was an important 
phase of his position as fire 
chief. As he talked to groups 
of children visiting the fire 
station he would pat their 
heads with his large hands 
and talk on his favorite 
theme, “Let’s keep the fires 
out.” 

Hundreds of children of the 
area experienced the thrill of 
being lifted to the big, red 
truck and sitting in the driver’s 
seat beside the chief.

One day while off duty, he 
stopped by a fellow fire¬ 
man’s home and sat on the 
front lawn to chat. As he un¬ 
wound his huge frame and 
stretched lazily to enjoy a 
clear blue sky, these two fire- 
cronies discussed human re¬ 
lations and their philosophies.

for repair of the roof sys¬ 
tems for the Sierra Madre re¬ 
servoir and settling basin and 
for Auburn Reservoir No. 1. 
The engineers recommended 
a new concrete roof for the 
reservoir and settling basin, 
estimating such cost at ap¬ 
proximately $326,200 and an 
aluminum dome on the Au¬ 
burn Reservoir No. 1 with 
an estimated cost of $50,9(X). 

The dome on the Auburn 
reservoir drew objections 
from Councilman Charles 
Corp, who referred to it as a 
geodesic dome that will be an 
“eyesore.” 

Finally, the council in¬ 
structed the engineers to re¬ 
turn with estimated engineer¬ 
ing costs for construction of 
the recommended repair of 
the Sierra Madre reservoir 
and settling basin and for the 
recommended “geodesic 
dome” on the Auburn No. 

1 storage facility as well as 
an alternate proposal that 
would increase the repair 
costs an estimated $8100. 

Housing for the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Rose Float Association 
was also finalized by the 
council. A unanimous vote 
wa cast to enter into a long¬ 
term lease with the associa¬ 
tion for a part of the city 
yards for the location of its 
new building. 

The council approved the 
25-year lease with the as¬ 
sociation. 

The nonprofit corporation 
has ordered a metal building, 
expected to arrive later this 
summer, in which to house 
its rose float activities. This 
building will be erected on 
thre leased area in the city 
yards.

The first newspaper, the 
Sierra Madre Vista, described 
the situation in 1888: “De¬ 
lays, stoppages and block¬ 
ades of the railroads during 
the past six months have . . . 
stimulated the new idea of 
rapid transits.” 

It was not until 1901, when 
Carter was growing ill, that 
Huntington pledged to build 
a spur of the Pacific Elec¬ 
tric-then called L.A. Inter- 
urban Railway—from Hunt¬ 
ington Drive and what is now 
Sierra Madre Villa. Hunting- 
ton stipulated that property 
owners put up $20,0(X). 

Citizens formed the Elec¬ 
tric Road Promotion Com¬ 
mittee (ERPC) to persuade 
Huntington to lower his 
stakes. He would not budge. 

On June 18, 1904, at a 
meeting in Town Hall with 
ranch owner Charles Hast¬ 
ings, several property own¬ 
ers agreed to pay $15 per 
acre, $25 per store or hotel 
and $10 per house to raise 
the capital. 

The draback was that there 
were 229 landowners in the 
sphere of influence of the 
proposed line. Few of them 
wanted a noisy railroad to 
disturb their rural environ¬ 
ment. 

The ERPC undertook a 
vigorous subscription drive 
but reported “a poor re¬ 
sponse’—of $10,000. 

The promotion committee 
was not ideally suited for 
arm-twisting. Although there 
was an insurance agent, there 
was also an inventor and 


singer, a postmaster, music 
teacher, road inspector and 
water company superinten¬ 
dent. 

But the ERPC had one 
effective weapon: English¬ 
man John G. Blumer, its 
chairman. As president of the 
Sierra Madre Water Co., he 
had won a major dispute 
over utility rights with Lucky 
Baldwin. 

He solicited subscriptions 
door-to-door and received 
$5275 in pledges. “1 have 
serious apprehensions about 
reaching $20,(XX),’’ he con¬ 
fided. 

Blumer pressed on. He 
called a town meeting, and in 
his British accent, lamented 
how Sierra Madre would re¬ 
main backward unless the 
railroad came through. 

The message, repeated 
door-to-door again, worked. 
By mid-1905, $26,587 had 
been raised. The 2.75-mile line 
was built. Citizens presented 
Blumer with an engraved 
gold watch in appreciation of 
his project. 

Blumer’s committee be¬ 
came the nucleus for a group 
which paved the way for 
city incorporation in 1907. 

The Sierra Madre PE 
hauled an average of 300,- 
000 passengers a year prior 
to World War II. Traffic 
reached a peak of 625,311 
passenger in 1944. Special 
trains were run for school 
children, bound for nature 
walks in the mountains. 

Herbert “Red” Dowding 
was trainman from 1928 to 


1950. “I’ve watched the chil¬ 
dren on the Sierra Madre line 
grow up as I’ve hauled them 
to school. I’ve seen them get 
married, and I’ve hauled their 
children to school.” 

The railroad brought order 
to Sierra Madre’s crazy-quilt 
system of naming streets. Sev¬ 
eral roads had two names be¬ 
cause property owners could 
not agree on which was best. 
Where this existed, the rail¬ 
road could not designate its 
corner stops. 

The PE stepped in and 
supplied its own names, of 
Spanish fruits and vegetables, 
which appear on street signs 
today. 

At Christmas time, the Ker¬ 
sting Court station’s roof was 
decorated with artificial 
snow. A tree next to it was 
trimmed gaily. 

But all was not well with 
the Pacific Electric. 

Parents complained that 
the tracks were a menacing 
playground for children. As 
early as 1907, newspaper edi¬ 
torials called for better pro¬ 
tection at intersections. Pas¬ 
sengers griped about uncom¬ 
fortable seats and poor ven¬ 
tilation. 

After World War II, pat¬ 
ronage fell rapidly. In 1948 
buses took over the service 
in off-peak hours. 

A year later, the hand¬ 
writing was clearly marked 
on the wall. The PE estimat¬ 
ed it would cost $472,(XX) 
to rehabilitate the spur’s 
equipment and tracks. The 
book value on the little line 


was only $397,994. The power 
supply was admittedly the 
poorest in the urban sys¬ 
tem. 

On October 8, 1950, a 
crowd gathered to watch 
Dowding and Seth Van Wic- 
kle, another trainman from 
Sierra Madre, pull the last 
Red Car out of Kersting 
Court at 5.43 p.m. The trol¬ 
ley was decorated with a 
wreath of white crysanthe- 
mums. A trumpeter played 
the strains of “Auld Lang 
Syne.” 

Residents could understand 
the demise of the PE. Next 
day, Dowding was back- 
driving a bus, with more com¬ 
fortable seats and flexible 
scheduling and routes. 

But this July Fourth week¬ 
end, when the Red Car makes 
a brief appearance, many a 
Sierra Madrean will look at 
it and think, “We miss you.”
